Amendment it Sweeping 
The amendment, as passed yester­ 
day with nearly all delegates voting 
in its favor, reads as follows: 
“ No lodge shall receive an applica­ 
tion for the degrees of Masonry or for 
affiliation, from anyone who* is engag­ 
ed, father as -principal, s g w t or -em­ 
ploye, in the saloon business, (except 
in connection with and as part of, the 
operation of a bona Ade hotel or res­ 
taurant) or who la a barkeeper; and 
any Mason who may hereafter enter 
upon and engage in the saloon busi­ 
ness either as owner, agent or em­ 
ploye, except in connection with and 
as part of tho operation of a bona fide 
hotel or restaurant or who shall be­ 
come a barkeeper, shall be 
deemed 
guilty pf un-Masonic conduct and shall 
upon due trial and conviction of said 
offense, forfeit all Masonic rights and 
privileges, including 
membership in 
any lodge.”

James Stauss. the successful New- 
port fisherman, called on me, one of 
the delegates of the Fish and Game 
Protective Association, in regard to 
better protection for deep water Ash. 
Stauss has spent years in market Ash­ 
ing and as a result oi his observations 
and practical experience he is in a 
position to give expert advice in re­ 
gard to the protection of our Ash. He 
is responsible for some of our best 
legislation on Ash protection and is 
always ready to champion the cause. 
Such Ash hogs as 
Japanese 
and 
Italians who use any method as long 
as they secure the Ash, must be regu­ 
lated by a stringent protective law or 
else they will completely exterminate 
Ash in thee* waters as they have in 
their native lauds. 
Stauss 
suggests 
legislation 
stop­ 
ping the use of the purse and drag 
nets. 
The former is used to 
com­ 
pletely surround the Ash and 
then 
close the bottom after the style of 
closing a purse with a draw string. 
This method allows no escape and is 
simply butchery. 
The drag net 
Is 
operated by tw*o power boats and the 
length of the net is regulated only by 
the power o f the boats used. 
These 
netg destroy the spawn beds and lift 
the small Ash as well as the large 
ones. 
It can easily be seen what the 
future will be if these operators are 
allowed to continue. 
Another 
very 
good suggestion in the regulating of 
the size mesh used in tramnel nets to 
eight inch mesh. 
This protects the 
small Ash, when at present all sizes 
are caught. 
Stauss is also strongly in favor of 
stopping the destruction of the kelp 
beds by the potash companies. These 
beds are the natural spawning grounds 
of many varieties of fish and for every 
dollar made by the potash company 
hundreds of dollars in destruction is*' 
done the 
fishing 
industries. 
'Kelp 
grows at the rate of about two feet 
per year and the destruction of a kelp 
bed destroys years of nature's work 
as the water is generally from twenty 
to fifty feet In dept Ii in these beds. 
These suggestions are all good and 
the Commission will no 
doubt 
en­ 
deavor to wcurc prompt legislation 
to cover the 'ground.

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Demand Tor California 
W alnuts Exceeds Supply 


Anaheim Gazette: 
With orders In 
hand for more walnuts than they have 
grown this season, growers in this sec* 
Hon, as well as 
those 
throughout 
Southern California, 
are confronted 
with a possibility of Seiling short, and 
may be said to have immediately be* 
fore them an embarrassment of riches 
seldom before known in the industry. 
Only a month ago a remnant of 15 per 
cent of last year’s crop was disposed 
of to brokers. These nuts represent­ 
ed a value of $462,000 and 
growers 
were forced to hold them over because 
of a decline in prices early in the year. 
Of this amount 
approximately 
1500 
tons were held by the associated grow­ 
ers representing a value of fSffO.OQO, 
and 300 tons were held by indepen­ 
dents representing a value of $72,000. 
Associated 
growers received I cent 
per pound more than outsiders. This 
gratifying intelligence comes 
notifl- 
money has 
been 
disbursed 
among 
growers and upon the heels of this 
cation that more orders are at present 
in hand than the groves can accommo­ 
date. Such conditions have rarely ex­ 
isted in the history of California agri­ 
culture, and later in the season asso­ 
ciations may find it advisable to pro 
rate walnuts among brokers and deal­ 
ers who are clamoring for the new 
season’s product. These orders began 
coming from the East in July and ac­ 
cording to the adage that “it never 
rains but it pours,” continue to pour 
in 
for carload consignments' from 
scores of cities along the Atlantic sea­ 
board and the middle and northwest­ 
ern states. 
Orange county growers are espec­ 
ially beset with these embarrassments 


for their walnuts have attained a rep­ 
utation superior to those grown in any 
other section of Southern California. 
The city of Pittsburg is insistent in its 
demand for Anaheim walnuts as it has 
been in previous seasons and several 
cars will be shipped there during this 
and the coming week. Other cities 
east entertain simitar views regarding 
the local walnut and their orders are 
being promptly filled. 
This season’s crop has a value of 
three and a half million dollars, and 
as showing the eagerness with which 
easterners desire the new crop, it is 
estimated that orders now in hand go 
a hall million dollars above these fig­ 
ures. 
To sell short mean* that grow­ 
ers will have to make good any defi­ 
ciency at ruling prices later in the sea­ 
son. With a half million dollars of 
orders in- excess of the supply, they 
have before them a condition and not 
a theory which must engage their se­ 
rious attention. 
With a view to handling shipments 
as expeditiously a» possible, the local 
association’s packing house has been 
fitted with new machinery, to the end 
that 30 tons may be forwarded daily, 
instead of twelve tons as heretofore. 
These walnuts go directly to the At­ 
lantic seaboard, as well as those ship­ 
ped by other associations to meet In 
competition 
the 
Grenoble 
walnut 
which is due to arrive in New York in 
large consignments early next month. 
While the Grenoble nut 
has always 
been a formidable competitor of the 
California walnut, it will 
this 
year 
probably not be in the 
running be­ 
cause of a worm something like the

Nearly every club member killed the 
limit and then some on the opening 
day and what few ducks were left af­ 
ter the slaughter was over took refuge 
on the ocean. 
The ponds on the San Joaquin gun 
club near the upper bay have gone dry 
and no effort seems to have been made 
to refill them so that there were no 
ducks from that quarter on the open­ 
ing day, much to the disappointment 
of the crowd of hunters on the bay.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. ll .—Following 
a test extending over a period of thirty 
days, Postmaster W. H. Harrison yes­ 
terday announced 
that 
automobiles 
are practical for use by the postoffice 
departm ent. As a result of the test, 
Postm aster Harrison will recommend 
to the postal department at Washing- 
I ton that automobiles be used exclu­ 
sively in the delivery of mails in Los 
Angeles. 
“The test of the autom obile,” said 
Postm aster H arrison, “is a complete 
success and I will recommend accord­ 
ingly to the department at W ashing­ 
ton. I find that one automobile 
can 
deliver two and one-lmlf horse routes 
in eight hours. 
“We begun the test under authority 
from W ashington Septem ber 5. 
The 
automobiles were used from 4 p. rn. to 
4 a. rn. One automobile covered dur­ 
ing the tost 1696 miles and delivered 
26,858 pounds of mail. The other ran 
1704 miles and delivered 22,018 pounds 
of mall. The m achines collected mail 
on an average from 332 mail boxes 
daily. 
“The report, giving statistics, 
will 
be forwarded to W ashington in a few 
days.”

Receipts

Large cantaloupes are quite scarce 
and have been bringing around $2.00 a 
crate.

The staple market was very quiet, 
as it has been for several days. East­ 
ern eggs are expected to advance soon 
because of the high prices beyond the 
Rocky Mountains.

yesterday, and the receipts were light 
—forty-four cases. 
The butter market was steady, and 
there were no changes in the price of 
cheese.

NINE-YEAR-OLD GIRL 
WHO COULD SPEAK 
EIGHT LANGUAGES 


In the department in tho 
October 
“Woman’s Home Companion," which 
is devoted to short biographies of re­ 
markable people, appears an article 
about Winifred Stoner, a nine-year-old 
girl living in Pittsburg, who knows i 
eight languages. Following is an ex­ 
tract : 
“Every little while Pittsburg news- j 
palier men in quest of a good ‘feature I 
story’ beg Mrs. James Buchanan Ston­ 
er lo talk about hor little daughter 
Winifred. ‘Hasn't Winifred written a 
new book,’ they ask, ‘or learned ari­ 
ot lier language, or painted a new pic­ 
ture?’ And the chances are that Win­ 
ifred has done one or all these things; 
for, at the age of nine, this little girl 
is the author of two books, is fluent 
in eight languages, is skilled in mu 
sic, painting, the writing of verse and 
stories, and modeling in clay, yet re 
mains a sturdy, active, jolly little girl 
in spite of all her accomplishments 
Perhaps it was because her mother 
lulled hor to sleep by chanting Latin 
hymns filar Baby Winifred was able 
to scan Vergil when fourteen months 
old 
But, though Mrs. Stoner insists 
that lier daughter is no genius, ‘just 
an ordinary healthy child,’ she must 
really have been a fairly bright baby 
to speak distinctly when six months 
old, and to recite Tennyson’s ‘Cross­ 
ing Hie Bar,’ and that ‘with feeling and 
emotion,’ af the mature age of one 
year. Before she could read she had 
learned more from pictures than most 
children absorb from text books in the 
primary schools; and in playing with I 
her dolls—more than a hundred there 
were, all properly costumed 
she gain­ 
ed a firs* vivid knowledge of 
Bible 
lore, mythology, ancient history, and 
the characters of Shakespeare’s plays. 
They introduced lier to the typewriter 
when sh«' was three. S1k> was fascinat­ 
ed by this new toy, and 
in 
playing 
with ii not only easily learned to spell, 
but also made advances in the field 
of classic literature by copying various 
selections in prose and verse. Through 
her 
typewriter-keyboard 
she 
also 
learned Esperanto, and won a 
gold 
medal for a poem in that ‘international 
language.’ 
At five she published her 
first book,—a translation of Mother 
Goose into Esperanto,—and at six is­ 
sued lier first volume of original verse. 
H er later and better verses are to be 
collected and published undf r the title, 
‘Tho Little Folks Book of Verse.’ ’’
